Salyersville Water Works Commission (“Salyersville”) has filed a proposed rate schedule which will

increase the rate for water service provided to Magoffin County Water District as follows:

Current Rate Proposed Rate % Difference
First 8,000,000 Gallons $2.30 per 1000 gallons $2.50 per 1000 gallons 8.7% Increase
Over 8,000,000 Gallons $2.45 per 1000 gallons $2.65 per 1000 gallons 8.2% Increase

The proposed effective date is August 5, 2007, with the first bill at the new rate being due in
September 2007.

The rates contained in this notice are the rates proposed by Salyersville. However, the Public
Service Commission may order rates to be charged that differ from the proposed rates contained in
